BAKERSFIELD, Cal., Oct. 1.— 
Twelve bodies had been recovered 
tonight in the mountainous Teha- 
chapi Pass region where upward of 
40 persons are thought to have 
perished in last night's cloudburst. 

The deluge flooded. canyons and 
streams, wrecked two freight trains 
at Woodford, hurled a 45-foot wall 
of water down the pass, washed 
Sut nine bridges and flooded at 
least halt a dozen villages. 


The bodies were taken from the 
wreckage of a Southern Pacific 
freicht train, six cars and the loco- 
motive of which fell through a 
trestle at Woodford. Searchers 
thought the-victims to: have been 
itinerant men and boys riding the 
train. As many as 60 were Ie- 
ported to have been on it. 

No effort was made at identifi-. 
cation tonight, searthers returning 
here said. 

Other bodies were visible in the 
water and highway patrol men es- 
timated that possibly 30 plunged to 
their deaths. 

Other Deaths Reported. 
At least 13 other persons were 
ported dead. These included A. 
Ross of Bakersfield, engineer, 
and Harry Moore, brakeman, of 
the wrecked train. 

The others were the Peter Kaad 
family of four at Woodford: Mrs. 
Nell Cooper, telegraph operator at 
Caliente, and a two-year-old nicce; 
three patients at the .Kern County 
tubercular hospital at Keene, and 
two unidentified men. 

Ten of the 15 persons who took 
refuge at the Kaad Service Station 
at Woodford were still nuaccount- 
ed for, but it was belteved possible 

Gprish that most of them escaped.

The stricken area was complete- 
ly cut off from wire and rail com- 
munication and washouts made 
hazardous the 40-mile highway 
journey between this city and the 
scene. Bakersfield is about 100 
miles north of Los Angeles. 


Location of the Pass. 


The pass is in the Sierra Madres 
at elevation of about 3900 feet and 
extends, roughly from Mojave to 
Caliente, a. distance of about 50 
miles. The Southern Pacific from 
Los Angeles and the Santa Fe from 
the east unite at Mojave and they 
run through the pass together as 
faras Bakersfield, proceeding north 
ao | Fresno and other points. 

fforts were continued tonight to 
recover additional bodies from the 
train wreckage, but highway of- 
ficiais said hoisting apparatus may 
have to be used. 

Two freight trains bore the brunt 
of the flood’s first. onslaught at 
Woodford. Southern ‘Pacific passen- 
Ker train No. 62 had. passed only 
three minutes before the — torrent 
hit the bridge.

Water from the cloud- 
burst had banked up to a depth of 
50 feet against a concrete abut-

deafening noise of the storm. 

Seven Villages Flooded. 

A “helper” locomotive in the cen- 
ter of the Southern Pacific train te 
aid it across the mountain pass, 
lunged inte the torrent, rolling six 
“ars with it. The Santa Fe loco- 
Motive also plunged in, but the 
train remained on the track. 

Reports available here indicated 

at possibly seven villages were 
flooded — Woodford, Arvin, Mojave, 
Caliente, Monolith, Keene and 
ranachapl—with loss of life being

500 Attend First Reunion 
Ot 138th Infantry Here 


Former Comrades of “St. Louis’ Own” Over- 
seas Talk Over-Old Times—Speaking 
and’ Martial Music. 


More than 500 overseas veterans 
of the 138th Infantry—a little 
grayer, a hit more staid than when 
last they met—gathered last night 
at the Battery “A’’ Armory in the 


first reunion of “St. Louis’ Own” 
since they were mustered out of 
service in 1919. , 

It was an’ occasion dear to the 
soldier’s heart. There were many 
reminiscences, a brief speaking pro- 
gram, a dash of martial music, the 
most casual references from the 
platform of the war that had 
brought them together and made 
them comrades. Mostly the veter- 
ans busied themselves in’ finding 
out what Joe—that bugling fellow 
in the headquarters section—and 
Mike, the cook and lemon extract 
king, were doing “on the outside.’’ 

They began to gather at 5 
o'clock, men who had growna bit 
paunchy with the march of time, 
mén who/had remained trim and 
athletic, men who had grown gray 
and men whose hair had begun to 
thin. On the faces and in the car- 
riage of most of them still re- 
mained the faint indefinable mark 
of the man who has soldiered in a 
line outfit. 

Questioned on Job Status. 

The affair started off in true 
army fashion. Everybody had to 
line up for registration. A veteran 
under no illusions as to the pros- 
perity of the times asked each man 
to write down his name and address 
“and whether unemployed or not.” 

There were shouts of greeting as 
old acquaintances were renewed— 
“hello, Frank—what are your do- 
ing now that Sam has quit paying 
you,’’—"‘say, fellah. how about that 
five bucks I lent you at Doniphan?” 

The headquarters of the com- 
panies were paired in army pyra- 


midal tents at the west end of the! 


battery enclosure and here the vet- 
erans went to meet the men at 
whose side they had soldiered. Here 
and there the dice appeared, and 
they were rolling merrily when the 
gaily uniformed band of Richard 
Anderson Post of the American 
Legion -— including many former 
members of the 138th's wartime 
band, struck up the outfit’s march- 
ing tune “Garry Owen.” 
Gen. Spencer Speaks. 

After a while a bugler sounded 
“assembly.”” He was greeted by a 
resounding Bronx cheer. Finally 
however, most of them gathered in 
front of the speakers’ platform to 
listen to brief addresses by Gen. E. 
J. Spencer, white-haired West 
Pointer who once commanded the 
regiment; Col. E. J. McMahon, J. 
E. Rieger, and Leroy K. Robbins, 
former commanding officers: Col. 
Nelson G. Edwards, who retired in 
1914 after many years service in 
the First Missouri, predecessor of 
the new regiment; Col. Stephen E. 
Lowe, the outfit’s present comman- 
der; and the Rev. Thomas D. Ken- 
nedy, and the Rev. H. L. Reader, 
former chaplains, and Henry W. 
Kiel, who was Mayor of 8t. Louis 
when the 138th went overseas. 

“Taps,” played by one of the 
veteran buglers of the outfit, closed 
the ceremonies. The veterans stood 
bare-headed as the mournful call 
recalled other and more crowded 
days. Then came the _ cheerful 
notes of mess call, greeted by a 
great shout. Everybody lined up 
again, this time for army beans. 
frankfurters and accessories, served 
by Lieut. William Haller, one of 
the regiment’s mess sergeants. Lat- 
er in the evening there were 
wrestling bouts, vaudeville/ acts, 
more reminiscences. The reunion, 
everybody agreed, will be an an- 
nual event from now on.

OF BUDGET, RETALIATES 


New York Mayor Insists on 
Publicity When Outvoted by 
Tammany Board. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 1. — The 
Tammany-supported Board of Es- 
timate today deprived Mayor Jo- 
seph McKee of his budget-making 
powers and the Mayor quickly re- 
taliated by forcing the new budget 
directors to work in the open. 

The breach which had been wid- 
ening between the new Mayor and 
Comptroller Charles W. Berry, both 
of whom have been mé@ntioned as 
possible candidates for Mayor. de- 
veloped into an open break at to- 
day’s meeting. 

Backed solidly by Tammany 
members, Berry mustered 11 votes 
to 5 for McKee, and the Mayor lost 
all power to draft a_ tentative 
budget. He had been working since 
he took office a month ago in an 
effort to save $100,000,000. 

“School Teacher” Methods. 

Asserting the Mayor had bcen 
using “school teacher’ methods in 
his budget slashing. Berry told the 
board that the practice of having 
the budget director, an employe af 
the Mayor, prepare the docket was 
a practice that “cannot be dropped 
too soon.” 

“No one, not even the members 
of this board, have had an oppor- 
tunity to know what is going on,” 
Befry said. “As late as May 25 
the Comptroller presented a memo- 
randum stating that even in this 
time of economic distress over 100 
city employes had received salary 
increases by this so-called desir- 
able practice. 

“I set forth that this board 
wishes to strip the Mayor of his 
budget-making powers. As a mat- 
ter of fact, he has no budget-mak- 
ing powers.” 

Mayor McKee responded that the 
Comptroller's offers of co-opera- 
tion had been “as good as the pa- 
per on which they were written.” 

“The purpose of the resolution,” 
the Mayor added, “is apparent—to 
hamstring and to handicap.” 

Mayor Gocs Down Fighting. 

Although he acknowledged he 
was defeated, McKee went down 
fighting. The Comptroller moved 
to have next Tuesday's meeting of 
the board an executive session end 
was immediately blocked by the 
Mayor. 

“If you're going to make this 
budget I can’t keep you from doing 
it because you have more votes 
than I, but I refuse absolutely to 
countenance any budget-making in 
a secret session,” he exclaimed. 

“The Boasd of Estimate has 
forced the right to ‘co-operate’ in 
making New York's budget. All 
right; now we'll make it in public 
so everybody can see what you do 
with it.” 

Berry replied that his suggestion 
was “merely for the sake of order- 
ly procedure” and that: he... was 
“perfectly satisfied to have an open 
session.”

Men Escorted From Two} 
Canton (Ill.)Shafts After | 
‘Clash Between Workers 
and Strikers. 


SIX HURT IN FIGHT; 
SEVERAL SHOTS FIRED 


Three Struck by Bricks— 
Autos and Trucks Dam- 
agedby Attacking 
Crowds.

CANTON, IIL, Oct. 1.—State po- 
lice and National Guard officers 
rescued 50 miners held by fear of 
pickets in two coal pits near Can- 
ton today after a clash between 
workers and 1000 striking miners 
in which six men were injured, one 
seriously. The fight occurred 
when the pickets moved on the 
Pschirrer and Clearview mines to 
drive out those who had gone to 
work this week on the new $5 basic 
wage scale. Automobiles .and 
trucks were damaged and several 
shots fired. 

The clash stopped as State high- 
way police converged on the scene, 
but the 50 workmen surrounded in 
the mines feared to leave the work- 
ings until assured safe convoy to 


their homes by officers. Maj. John 
Wansbrough and Capt. Amerigo 
Bonjean of the Peoria National 
Guard Company aided the State 
police in dispersing the pickets and 
orting the working miners home. 
The situation nevertheless wus 
left unsettled by the inability of 


Sheriff Cc. C. Prickett of Fulton 
County had left for Vandalia, IIl., 
with a prisoner early in the day 
and could not be located. Mean- 
while rumors that troops had been 
ordered out were denied by Ad- 
jutant-General Carlos E. Black at 
Springfield, who said he had re- 
ceived no request for guards. 

Considers Calling Guardsmen, 

State's Attorney G. Ray Senift, 
still trying to reach Sheriff Prickett 
tonight, said he would defer the 
call for State troops until the 
Sheriff's return. if in a “reason- 
able” period. He said he might 
assume the authority if the Sheriff 
failed to arrive and Deputy Sheriff 
Harvey Williams should decline to 
ask for a guard troop. 

Operators of the mines said they 
would continue on working sched- 
ule Monday. 

The crowd of pickets forced a 
Toledo, Peoria & Western train 
crew to abandon efforts to move 
cars from the Pschirrer mine. 

Fully one-third of the crowd 
about the Pschirrer mine were 
women, and inside -the mine prop- 
erty until 10:30 a. m., when a 
Deputy Sheriff forced a way 
through the crowd for them, were 
the wives of John and Frank 
Pschirrer, proprictors. The two 
brothers and their father, Charles 
Pschirrer, and their miners. re- 
mained in the mine office. 

Their report was that they had 
offered no\violence at all in an- 
swer to the attack of the pickets 
except to shoot five times in the 
air, +> keep the pickets off the 
mine property. Bricks were tossed 
at all comers) who indicated an 
intention of entering the property, 
and Orvil Baer, a miner, suffered 
a gash on the head from one of 
them 

Barricade Across Road. 

Five men were injured at Clear- 
view Mine, one and one-half miles 
east of Canton, earlier in the day. 
A barricade was thrown up across 
the road leading to the mine and 
bricks and rocks were hurled 
through automobile windows, cut- 
ting John Lowe, farmer. in the 
head, and Chester Lord, miner, on 
the hand. Three brothers whose 
last name was Loring were in- 
jured when they drove into the 
ditch to avoid a barricade. 

Clyde Ukil, a miner, and his 
wife, were in the mine before the 
crowd gathered, and Mrs. Ukil re- 
maining, cared for the men hit by 
missiles.

Enemies Out of Court.’ 


ATTACKS WAGE 


REDUCTIONS} 


Criticises Stagger System of 
Employment Because It 
Make ‘Two Paupers In- 
stead of One.’ 


Announcing his intention to 
“laugh our enemies out of court,” 
James H. Maurer, Socialist candi- 
date for Vice-President, spoke-last 
night at the Odeon, offering his 
platform as the only permanent 
cure for economic and social unrest 
and declaring that the objectives of 
the two major parties are identical. 

An audience of about 1000 per- 


sons half filled the auditorium and 
laughed and cheered as Maurer 
riddled the Democratic and Repub- 
lican platforms with whimsical 
sarcasm. His auditors grew grave, 
however, as he cited instances, ob- 
served during a 23-state campaign 
tour, of starvation and suffering 
amid plenty. 

Maurer, whose address was the 
third he had delivered: since his 
arrival in St. Louis in the morning, 
attacked wage reduction policies, 
asserting it was fallacious to imag- 
ine that business could be made 
better “by cutting the income of 
the people who do the buying.” 

Customers the Big Point. 

“You can talk all you want about 
confidence,’’ he said, “but you can’t 
get merchants to order goods and 
manufacturers to hire men to make 
them unless there are some cus- 
tomers to buy them. 

“Nobody is going to get any 
orders until you put a big chunk 
of money in. the pay envelope of 
the 12,000,600 persons who aren't 
working.” 

Plans to relieve unemployment 
by putting men to work on a stag- 
ger system are im practicable, 
Maurer asserted, because “such a 
division of labor makes two pau- 
pers instead of one and doesn't put 
a penny more in the niarket.” 

His audience caused him to 
pause to wait for laughter and 
cheering to subside after he imper- 
sunated a “high hat’ politician of 
the accepted school making a cam- 
paign speech, calling on “the 
shades of Washington, Lincoln, 
Jefferson, depending upon which 
party spokesman is doing the 
speaking.”’ 

A Job for Live Ones, 

“Those heroes of history 
their jobs and did them 
weil,” Maurer, a squat figure, 
hunds in coat pockets, said, “and 
all honor to them. But don't expect 
them to come out of their graves 
and do the work live ones ought 
to do.”’ 

Turning to the campaign prom- 
ises of other years, he declared the 
piatforms at the time of Bryan’s 
“16-to-1” campaign resulted in 
the “bankers getting the money 
and the workers the sound.” Mc- 
Kinley's ful) dinner pail slogan 
turned out to be a myth when it 
came time to fulfil] it, he said, 
while President Hoover's prediction 
of “two cars in every garage and 
a chicken in every pot,” has turned 
out to be “two chickens in’ some 
garages.” 

leiling of the scenes witnessed 
during his campaigning, Maurer 
said that nowhere in the’ world 
were conditions worse among the 
coal miners than in this country. 

“The richer the State the poorer 
its citizens,” he declared, “and 
happy is the State that has no min- 
eral deposits.”

end of his Western campaign tour, 
Gov. Franklin D. Roosevelt made 4 
pleasant and effective Httle speech 
tonight before a gathering of 2700 


Democrats ; acked into a hotel ball 
room, and got a response suf- 
ficient to gladden the heart of any 
candidate. 

The Governor had nothing strik- 
ingly new to say but what he did 
say was well and neatly phrased 
and the net effect on his dardi- 
dacy appeared to be good. He 
made, as always a personable fig- 
ure as he stood before the audience 
and waved his napkin in response 
to the waving from his admirers, 
His smile flashed. The cheering 
lasted for three or four minutes 
and it would have been carried on 
longer if the chairman, Mayor An- 
ton Cermak, with his mind on the 
radio hookup arranged for the 
Governor, had not gaveled for si- 
lence. 

Appropriately enough, Roosevelt 
chose Chicago as a city in which to 
renew his “100 per cent” allegiance 
to the prohibition plank of the 
Democratic platform. This brought 
a big cheer. 

He led up to the wet and dry 
issue by saying that Chicago, un- 
der Mayor Cermak, was getting 
more law enforcement and for less 
money, than it used to get. 

Law enforcement gave him the 
key. He told of the impossibility of 
enforcing’4 law which a great ma- 
jority of the people felt no moral 
obligation to respect. 

Shot at G. O. P. Prohibition Plank, 

Then he took a shot at the Ke- 
publican prohibition plank by say- 
ing that “people are required te 
talk at length on prohibition only 
when they have something to ex- 
plain away.” He himself, he said, 
proposed to be brief on that sub- 
ject, because the Democratic plank 
was clear and understandable. He 
added, amid great applause, that 
the Democrats stood not only for 
the repeal of the Eighteenth 
amendment but for the modifica- 
tion of the Volstead act. 

When prohibition was out of the 
way as a national issue, Roosevelt 
continued, the country could turn 
its attention to greater questions of 
readjustment and relief. For one 
thing, there was the matter of farm — 
relief, for “industrial prosperity de- 
pends on the return of the pur- 
chasing power of the farmer.” 

Allusion to Insull Crash. 

His city audience appeared te 
know what he was talking about, 
for the remark got a burst of ap- 
plause. Again’ there were cheers 
mingled with laughter, when he 
said, in obvious allusion te the In- 
sull collapse, that “you people know 
something about power.” 

Roosevelt touched briefly on sev-« 
eral points which he. had previ- 
ously developed at greater length.

New York Mayor Insists on 
Publicity When Outvoted by 
Tammany Board. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 1. — The 
Tammany-supported Board of Es- 
timate today deprived Mayor Jo- 
seph McKee of his budget-making 
powers and the Mayor quickly re- 
tallated by forcing the new budget 
directors to work in the open. 

The breach which had been wid- 
ening between the new Mayor and 
Comptroller Charles W. Berry, both 
of whom have been mé@ntioned as 
possible candidates for Mayor. de- 
veloped into an open break at to- 
day's meeting. 

Backed solidly by Tammany 
members, Berry mustered 1! votes 
to 5 for McKee, and the Mayor lost 
all power to draft a_ tentative 
budget. He had been working since 
he took office a month ago in an 
effort to save $100,000,000. 

“School Teacher” Methods. 

Asserting the Mayor had bcen 
using “school teacher” methods in 
his budget slashing. Berry told the 
board that the practice of having 
the budget director, an employe af 
the Mayor, prepare the docket was 
a practice that “cannot be dropped 
too soon.” 

“No one, not even the members 
of this board, have had an oppor- 
tunity to know what is going on,”’ 
Befry said. “As late as May 256 
the Comptroller presented a metmo- 
randum stating that even in this 
time of economic distress over 100 
city employes had received salary 
increases by this so-called desir- 
able practice. 

“I set forth that this board 
wishes to strip the Mayor of his 
budget-making powers. As a mat- 
ter of fact, he has no budget-mak- 
ing powers.” 

Mayor McKee responded that the 
Comptroller’s offers of co-opera- 
tion had been “as good as the pa- 
per on which they were written.” 

“The purpose of the‘ resolution,” 
the Mayor added, “is apparent—to 
hamstring and to handicap.”

CANTON, IIL, Oct. 1.—State po- 
lice and National Guard officers 
rescued 50 miners held by fear of 
pickets in two coal pits near Can- 
ton today after a clash between 
workers and 1000 striking miners 
in which six men were injured, one 
seriously. The fight eccurred 
when the pickets moved on the 
Pschirrer and Clearview mines to 
drive out those who had gone to 
work this week on the new $5 basic 
wage scale. Automobiles and 
trucks were damaged and several 
shots fired. 

The clash stopped as State high- 
way police converged on the scene, 
but the 50 workmen surrounded in 
the mines feared to leave the work- 
ings until assured safe convoy to 
their homes by officers. Maj. John 
Wansbrough and Capt. Amerigo 
Bonjean of the Peoria National 
Guard Company aided the State 
potice in dispersing the pickets ang | 
escorting the working miners home. 

The situation nevertheless wus 
left unsettled by the inability off 
deputy sheriffs to reach their chief. 
Sheriff C. C. Prickett of Fulton 
County had left for Vandalia, IIl., 
with a prisoner early in the day 
and could not be located. Mean- 
while rumors that troops had been 
ordered out were denied by Ad- 
jutant-General Carlos E. Black at 
Springfield, who said he had re- 
ceived no request for guards. 

Considers Calling Guardsmen, 

State's Attorney G. Ray Senift, 
still trying to reach Sheriff Prickett 
tonight, said he would defer the 
call for State troops until the 
Sheriff's return, if in a “reason- 
able” period. He said he might 
assume the authority if the Sheriff 
failed to arrive and Deputy Sheriff 
Harvey Williams should decline to 
ask for a guard troop.

Criticises Stagger System of 
Employment Because It 
Make ‘Two Paupers In- 
stead of One.’ 


Announcing his intention to 
“laugh our enemies out of court,” 
James H. Maurer, Socialist candi- 
date for Vice-President, spoke-last 
night at the Odeon, offering his 
platform as the only permanent 
cure for economic and social unrest 
and declaring that the objectives of 
the two major parties are identical. 
-An audience of about 1000 per- 
sons half filled the auditorium and 
laughed and cheered as Maurer 
riddled the Democratic and Repub- 
lican platforms with whimsical 
sarcasm. His auditors grew grave, 
however, as he cited instances, ob- 
served during a 23-state campaign 
tour, of starvation and suffering 
amid plenty. 

Maurer, whose address was the 
third he had delivered since his 
arrival in St. Louis in the morning, 
attacked wage reduction policies, 
asserting it was fallacious to imag- 
ine that Dusiness could be made 
better “by cutting the income of 
the people who do the buying.” 

Customers the Big Point. 

“You can talk all you want about 
confidence,’ he said, “but you can’t 
get merchants to order goods and 
manufacturers to hire men to make 
them unless there are some cus- 
tomers to buy them. 

“Nobody is going to get any 
orders until you put a big chunk 
of money in. the pay envelope of 
the 12,000,600 persons who aren't 
working.” 

Plans to relieve unemployment 
by putting men to work on a stag- 
ger system are impracticable, 
Maurer asserted, because “such a 
division of labor makes two pau- 
pers instead of one and doesn’t put 
a@ penny more in the niarket.”’ 

His audience caused him to 
pause to wait for laughter and 
cheering to subside after he imper- 
sunated a “high hat” politician of 
the accepted school making a cam- 
paign speech, calling on “the 
shades of Washington, Lincoln, 
Jefferson, depending upon which 
party spokesman is doing the 
speaking.” 

A Job for Live Ones. 

“Those heroes of history 
their jobs and did them 
weil,” Maurer, a squat figure, 
hands in coat pockets, said, “and 
all honor to them. But don't expect 
them to come out of their graves 
and do the work live ones ought 
to do.”’ 

Turning to the campaign prom- 
ises of other years, he declared the 
piatforms at the time of Bryan’s

Democrats ; 1cked into a hotel ball 
room, and got a response  suf- 
ficient to gladden the heart of any 
candidate. 

The Governor had nothing strik- 
ingly new to say but what he did 
say was well and neatly phrased 
and the net effect on his candi- 
dacy appeared to be good. He 
made, as always a personable fig- 
ure as he stood before the audience 
and waved his napkin in response 
to the waving from his admirers. 
His smile flashed. The cheering 
lasted for three or four minutes 
and it would have been carricd on 
longer if the chairman, Mayor An- 
ton Cermak, with his mind on the 
radio hookup arranged for the 
Governor, had not gaveled for si- 
lence. 

Appropriately enough, Roosevelt 
chose Chicago as a city in which to 
renew his “100 per cent” allegiance 
to the prohibition plank of the 
Democratic platform. This brought 
a big cheer. 

He led up to the wet and dry 
issue by saying that Chicago, un- 
der Mayor Cermak, was getting 
more law enforcement and for less 
money, than it used to get. 

Law enforcement gave him the 
key. He told of the impossibility of 
enforcing ¢ law which a great ma- 
jority of the people felt no moral 
obligation to respect. 

Shot at G. O. P. Prohibition Plark, 

Then he took a shot at the Ke- 
publican prohibition plank by say- 
ing that “people are required to 
talk at length on prohibition only 
when they have something to ex- 
plain away.” He himself, he said, 
proposed to be brief on that sub- 
ject, because the Democratic plank 
was clear and understandable. He 
added, amid great applause, that 
the Democrats stood not only for 
the repeal of the Eighteenth 
amendment but for the modifica- 
tion of the Volstead act. 

When prohibition was out of the 
way as a national issue, Roosevelt 
continued, the country could turn 
its attention to greater questions of 
readjustment and relief. For one 
thing, there was the matter of farm 
relief, for “industrial prosperity de- 
pends on the return of the pur- 
‘chasing power of the farmer.” 

Allusion to Insull Crash, 

His city audience appeared te 
know what he was talking about, 
for the remark got a burst of ap- 
plause.

The revelations to which Swan- 
gon referred included discovery that 
Middle West Utilities and Missis- 
sippi Valley Utilities Investment Co. ' 
had paid Martin Insull’s brokerage 
debts, running into six figures, on 
the authority of his brother Sam 
wel Insull. 

Court Authorizes Suits. 

United States District Judge 
Lindley authorized the receiver of 
the Mississippi Valley Utilities In- 
vyeatment Co., an Insull concern, to 
sue Licyds of London and the New 
Amsterdam Casualty Co. for $300,- 
600, representing their liability for 
nearly $400,000 owed the company 
by Martin J. Insull. 

The court order followed the fil- 
ing of a petition by Eugene V. R. 
Thayer, receiver of Mississippi Val- 
ley which is almost entirely own- 
ed by Middle West Utilities, prin- 
cipal Insull holding company. 

The petition stated the two in- 
surance companies had executed 
Brokers’ bonds. New Amsterdam 
for $100,000 and Lioyds’ for $200,- 
000. It then referred to a memo- 
randum by Arthur Andersen & Co., 
auditors, concerning transactions 
of Martin Insull. 

Paid Martin Insull’s Bills, 

As State's Attorney John A. 
Swanson disclosed yesterday, the 
audit showed Mississippi Valicy 
and Middle West Utilities advanc- 
ed $170,222 to Martin Insull to cov- 
er his brokerage accounts, The re- 
port also said $225,000 was paid 
Martin Insull by -the Mississippi 
Valley Co. for which he put. up 
collateral worth $214,635 at the 
time, but now virtually valucless. 

The receiver informed the court 
he had made application for in- 
demnity but the companies refused 
to pay his claims. These claims, it 
was stated, ‘were lodged under the 
bond clauses covering larceny and 
embezzlement ef an employe and 
mysterious disappearance of an 
employe. 


More Than $5,000,000 in “Paper 
Profits” on Insull Books. 


WASHINGTON, on <wiisnaene 


accounts of the Middle West Utili- 
ties Company were stuffed with 
more than $6,000,000 of “paper 
protits” whén its real profits weré 
fading away in 1929 and 1930. 

This was disclosed today in rec- 
orde of the collapsed $1,000,000,000 
holding company of the Insull eve-| 
tem, obtained by the Federal Trade 
Commission. Deals disclosed 
through these records piled up the 
“paper profits’ through stock divi- 
dends and exchanges of sécuritics 
betwéen Insull companies, coupled 
with a change in Middle West's 
method of bookkeeping. 

About $3,500,000 of the “paper 
profits” were written on the books 
in 1930, when, according to Chi- 
cage reports of the receivers’ au- 
dits the company was operating 
at a lows. Middle West continued 
to report profite and to pay divi- 
dends. 

The company’s purported income 
was increaséd by $671,000 tn 1929 
and by more than $2,700,000 in 
nine months of 1930 through receipt 
of four stock dividends from the 
Central and Southwest Utilities Co.

MONG all the follies and futili- 
Aue in which politicians in- 

dulge, that of issuing campaign 
statements probably results in the 
greatest waste’ of paper and ink. 
For example, the batch of state- 
ments put out by thé Democratic 
national headquarters, all .com- 
menting on Gov. Roosevelt's speech 
at Sioux City. Senator Swanson an- 
nounces that the Governor “ex- 
posed the utter fallacy of the Re- 
publican contention that a high pro- 
tective tariff benefits the farmer.” 
Senator Sheppard exclaims that the 
Governor owed “a masterful 
grasp of the subject.” And Répre- 
sentative Steagall exults that the 
nominee “went to the very crux of 
the situation.”’ 


In short, one would be led to 
suppose that the statement-makers 
were profoundly edified and in- 
structed by Gov.

Coroner’s Jury at Charles- 
ton,Mo., Finds Mrs. Ward 
De Field Killed Mrs. Rosa

CHARLESTON, Mo., Oct. 1—A 
Coroner’s jury here today. returned 
a verdict that Mrs. Rosa Rummel, 
30 years old, who died in a Cairo 
hospital last night, came to her 
death from gunshot wourds in- 
flicted by Mrs. Ward De Field, 
wife of the Assessor of Mississippi 
County.

NEW YORK, Oct. 1.—The fiy- 
ing family of Hutchinsons .came 
back today aboard the French 
liner Champlain to tell of the 
dramatic ending of their attempted 
trans-Atlantic flight, their crack-up 
among the icebergs off the shores 
of Greenland, and their rescue by 
a fishing trawler. 

Facing batteries of cameramen 
and sound news. reel cameras, 
George R. Hutchinson, his young 
wife, their two little girls and their 
crew of four grinned cheerfully as 
they announced that they’ d like to 
try it again. 

Janet Lee, 6 years old, the littlest | 
Miss Hutchinson, was asked: . 

“Were you scared when the plane 
cracked up, in the middle of all 
those icebergs?” 

She replied: 

“I wasn’t scared. You see, ['d 
been taking a nap. When 1 woke 
up I saw daddy looking kind of 
funny, and we were right over the 
water, so I said to mother: ‘What 
are we doing?’ And she _ said: 
‘We're landing,’ so I went back to 
sleep.” 

Worried About Her Doll. 

The little group of eight Amert- 
cans faced death by freezing or 
starvation for 40 hours before help 
came. But to Janet Lee the great- 
est tragedy of the experience was 
that she lost her doll, Patsy Lou, 
she said: 

“Kathryn saved her doll all right. 
And daddy was bringing mine in to 
shore after we landed, but he lost 
his balance and dropped her. She 
was a nice doll, too.” 

Clad in the same flying togs in 
which they took off fram Floyd 
Bennett airport more than a month 
ago, the Hutchinsons talked to re- 
porters in their cabins aboard the 
liner. 

In answer to criticism of his act 
in taking his two little daughters 
on the hazardous flight, Hutchin- 
son said:

Concerning their two nights on 
the ice coast of Greenland, while 
five ships and two planes were 
searching for them, Mrs. Hutchin- 
son said: 

“We had a radio receiving set, 
and we could hear the reports from 
the ships.

Kentucky Governor Refuses. to 
Honor Requisition for 
Father. 


By the Associated Press. 

FRANKFORT, Ky., Oct. 1.—Ex- 
tradition of Hubert Johnston Jen- 
kins Sr., to Texas was denied today 
by Gov. Ruby Laffoon. Jenkins, an 
electrical engineer of Lovuisville, 
was indicted in Dallas charged with 
kidnaping his young son, Hubert 
Jr., and bringing him to Loe ille. 

The child’s mother was illed 
several years ago in an atitomobile 
accidént after she and Jenkins had 
been divorced. Her father, the 
late Mayor T. L. Bradford of Dal- 
las, was made guardian of the boy’) 
and Bradford left him a. large 
share of his estate estimated at $1,- 
000,000 when he died recently. 

Jenkins said he simply went to 
Dallas and took his son after the 
legal guardian had died. : 

Jenkins and his brother brought 
the 10-year-old boy to Louisville. 
When extradition proceedings were 
begun Jenkins had .him=<clf <.:»point- 
ed the boy’s guardian in Louis. 
ville. Meanwhile Mrs. Addie Keat- 
ing Bradford, the boy's step-grand- 
mother was appointed the btdéy's 
guardian in Dallas. } 

In his order denying extradition, 
Gov. Laffoon said Bradford left 
in trust for the boy a portion of 
the income dérived from the estate 
and added: “To retain custody of 
the child, and by so doing remain 
in complete control of the estate, 
is in my epinion the real motive 
behind this prosecttion.” 

The opinion also pointed. -out 
that Jenkins, who haé since remar- 
ried and who came ‘to Louisville 
Originally from Illinois, is a citizen 
of Kentucky and said he “did not 
take his child from its mother, 
guardian or from any person who 
had it in lawful custody.”

MAKING NEW STUDIES

U. S. Meteorologists Photo- 
graphing. Aurora From Sep- 
arate Points Simultaneously.

When an aurora is sighted, the 
cameras will be sighted on a cer- 


‘tain selected star and = all will be 


snapped simultaneously. The Ar- 
my Signal Corps, which operates 
the Government radio communica- 
tion in Alaska, will give the signals 
for taking the pictures and as 
many as possible of these synchron- 
ized photographs will be made. 

Meteorologists, using these pho- 
tographs and the star charts, will 
be able to compute the height of 
the aurora from its position with 
reference to the selected star at 
the three observation points. 

The particularly long base lines 
provided in Alaska for these calcu- 
altions promise to Weather Bu- 
reau officials a degree of accuracy 
never before attained in making 
such measurements. 

In addition, to the photographic 
measurements, special observations 
will be made of auroras as 15 or 
more stations in the northern Unit- 
ed States, where the star charts 
will be used. Drawings of the Au- 
roras will be made. 

In this way, by noting the pre- 
cise times of occurrence, rough cal- 
culations of the heights of the au- 
roras will be made and all of the 
information gleaned is expected by 
officials to contribute measurably 
to the accuraey of weather fore- 
casts.

“Allowances were on a basis 
of $2.50. for a man with two de- 
péendents.

Working Hours 

Says Large Scale Organized 


Industry Has Increased 
Living Standards. 


By P. W. LITCHFIELD. 
President, Goodyear Tire and Rub- 
ber Co. 


‘We have whipped the depres- 
sion on two fronts. The gold stand- 
ard of the American dollar appears 
no longer in danger and, with ris- 
ing commodity and stock prices, we 
have been lifted out of the depths 
of mental despair. 

“Now the big job is to restore 
purchasing power to the masses. 

“The quickest, surest way to do 
this job is to take the work now 
available and spread it out so that 
the greatest number will be em- 
ployed. If American business will 
undertake an immediate rationing 
of employment, millions of men 
and women, now idle, will be given 
work and, through work, purchas- 
ing power. 

“Shorter working periods in busi- 
ness and industry is the answer. 

“The advantage of having 100 
per cent of the workers working 80 
per cent of the time over having 
80 per cent of the workers working 
full time should be apparent to all. 
It is true that the incomes of the 
80 per cent are somewhat reduced 
but the additional 20 per cent are 
placed in the market for commodi- 
ties rather than being left com- 
pletely out of the economic picture. 

“Industrial working periods have 


been shortened to a large degree 


during the past three years. But 
among the white collar workers 
there has not been such a notice- 
able trend. As a result, among the 
white collar class there is.a great 
percentage of unemployment. I 
have the white collar class as well 
as the factory worker in mind 
when I advocate a wider applica- 
tion of the six-hour day and simi- 
lar plans during: periods of re- 
stricted business. 

Nothing brings its real value 
when there is a surplus of it be- 
yond the power to consume it or 
ability to carry it over a short 
period until it is needed. This is 
just as true of man’s labor, a man’s 
uninvested capital, as it is of the 
possessions ne already has. When- 
ever there is a.surplus of anything 
its exchange value goes down. 
Where there is a shortage, the need 
for more puts the exchange value 
up. Higher wages are likely to 
come only when the labor surplus 
is reduced. 

“Technical improvements and 
scieftific co-operation between cap- 
ital and labor have now probably 
progressed to a point where the 
normal needs of our preseént popu- 
lation can be taken care of as well 
in 86 hours” work a week in the 
near future, without lgwering the 
standard of living, as“was possible 
in the 45-hour week of the recent 
past. We should work towards 
Shortening the average working 
time to the point where there will 
be work for all. Competition makes 
it impossible for most employers 
to act independently to this end, 
but their earnest co-operation to- 
wards this is both desirable and 
necessary for the good of all. 

“Large scale organized industry, 
trade and _ transportation have 
raised the standards of living, in- 
creased the comforts of life, and 
released more hours from labor for 
necessities, to be used for luxuries, 
comforts, education and play. On 
the other hand, it has made life 
more complicated, made man less 
independent to live alone and more 
necessary for hinmi to co-ope 
with his fellows for the rote 
good. Whether we agree with this 
method of progress or not, it is the 
way the world has in the past, and 
will continue in the future to ad- 
vance. We will do well to adjust 
ourselves to it and guide it to our 
social benefits rather than turn 
backward and let other nations 
profit by our example, :

The outcome was amazing for 
the car’s average speed not only 
exceeded by a wide margin all 
stock car records, but was greater 
than that of specially built, stream- 
lined racing models, while its en- 
durance was proven by a total 
mileage more than five times that 
of the Indianapolis Mémorial day 
races. Jenkins drove at a rate of 
115 miles an hour most of the 
time. ..

Soft Bottom. Has Foiled Pre- 
vious Attempts to Span 
Mississippi River. 

NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 1.—A traf- 
fic problem that has troubled New 


Orleans since Jean Bienville estab- 
lished a trading post here in 1718 
will be solved with the crection of 
a $14,000,000 bridge across the 
Mississippt River. The construc- 
tion, scheduled to start within 60 
days, will be one of the most dif- 
ficult engineering feats ever under- 
taken in the South. 

The bridge will provide the only 
direct link between banks or the 
last 600 miles of the wide, winding 
river which thus far has success- 
fully defied man to span the pow- 
erful current south . of Vicksburg, 
Miss. 

Previous plans for bridging the 
Mississippi here have gone awry 
when the longest test piling avail- 
able disappeared in the soft ooze 
of the river bed. The problem of 
finding real bottom had occupied 
engineers for 40 years, but experts 
believe the problem has been 
solved. Steel and concrete towers, 
approximating in height the Wash- 
ington Monument (555 feet high) 
will be sunk to the river's floor to 
support the span. 


The bridge must be long enough |. 


to afford a gentle rise over the im- 
mense protection levees and high 
enough to afford free clearance for 
ocean-going steamers. 

The plans call for approaches 
starting a mile and a half back 
from each side of the river. The 
span proper is 36525 feet long. The 
span of Brooklyn Bridge is 1595 
feet. A clearance of 135 feet above 
high water is provided, about the 
same as that under Brooklyn 
Bridge. oe 

Ralph Modjeski, who has built 
five other bridges across the upper 
Mississippi, designed the structure. 

The State, city and various rail- 
roads will participate in the con- 
struction, made possible by the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation's 
decision to buy State and city 5 per 
cent bonds, underwritten by the 
Louisiana gasoline tax and antici- 
pated revenues from trackage 
rental over the bridge. 

Highway and pedestrian traffic 
will cross free. 

All contracts were let some time 
ago, but work was not started be- 
cause of difficultics in financing it. 

Some 6000 men are expected to 
get work as a result of the project, 
1000 on the bridge for 25 months 
and the other in foundries, stecl 
plants and supply houses in various 
parts of the country. 

It is estimated that 60,000 tons 
of steel will be used, 200,000 cubic 
yards of masonry, 4,000,000 feet of 
timber for flooring, 1,200,000 feet 
of timber for pilings and smaller 
quantities of miscellaneous con- 
struction materials.

BRITAIN TO STRENGTHEN 
TS HAND IN CARIBBEAN 


Proposes One Government for 
Trinidad and Windward and 
Leeward Islands. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Oct. 1.—A Govern- 
ment commission is going to leave 
here in November to investigate 
the chances for “closer union be- 
tween Trinidad, the Windward Is- 
lands, and the Leewards.”’ 
Unofficially, that means that the 
commission hopes to arrange a sin- 
gle government for the islands in 
the Caribbean Sea. At present 
there are three British colonial 
governments, one for Trinidad, one 
each for the other groups. 
If the plan works there will be 
a firmer, more vigorous foreign 
governmental unit on America’s 
southern doorstep. The territory is 
only about 3000 square miles, about 
a fourth smaller than the State of 
Connecticut. 
But it incloses the eastward Ca- 
ribbean. It commands approaches 
to tne Panama Canal and the 
South American route to New Or- 
leans and other American cities. 
And it has a population of 750,000. 
Officials here discount the polit- 
ical significance of thé move. Aft- 
er all, they argue, the islands have 
been there a long time. They are 
already British-owned,. whether 
separate or united. 
A more interesting possible ef- 
fect is economic, for the islands 
are to be tidied up for business. 
All the big new ideas of industrial 
civilization—efficiency, rationaliza- 
tion, organized production, unified 
marketing and distributing—will be 
introduced. 
And since these islands store a 
large undeveloped wealth of cane 
and fruit, ajI this means sugar. 
While a few islands in the Wind- 
ward-Leeward group produce little 
sugar, in the rest about 80 per cent 
of export revenue comes from that 
commodity, while about 72 per 
cent of population es/ther works on 
it or is dependent on it. Trinidad 
is less specialized. . 
Furthermore, while sugar, so far 
as now known, Was not specifically 
included in Ottawa agreements as 
canning was. Fruit canneries are 
enormous consumers of sugar and 
plans to develop both British and 
Canadian canning industries were 
firmly drawn.

TURIN, Italy, Oct. 1. 
.ENITO MUSSOLINI, accustomed to 
Bowes things all his own way, is 
taking one kind of a licking down 
here in Fascist Italy. Ever since the 
Black Shirt dictator and his somber co- 
horts seized the government about 10 
years ago the irrepressible Mussolini has 
governed with an iron hand. The Op- 
position, legitimate and otherwise, al- 
ways has gone the way of the beloved 
Socialist leader Matteotti, who was “‘taken | 
for a ride’ in approved Chicago gang- 
ster fashion; to the island prisons of 
Lipari, where the once powerful finan- 
cier, Roberto Gualino, the intellectual 
Rienzi Rendi and other anti-Fascists lan- 
guish, or it has fled “over the moun- 
tains” to France and Switzerland with 
Count Carlo Sforza, Italy's noted diplo- 
mat-writer, Guillermo Ferrero, her lead- 
ing contemporary historfan &nd Prof. 
Salvemini, her foremost philosopher, to 
say nothing of the dozen reckless zealots 
who have faced the firing squads be- 
cause they sought Italy's liberation 
through violence. 


Mussolini vs. Nature. 

It is Dame Nature and the economic 
depression which now are’ plaguing I 
Duce, and incidentally leading many hith- 
erto admiring Italians to question. his 
politieal infallibility. For Mussolini is fail- 
ing miserably in making two little Italians 
grow where only one .grew before. It was 
comparatively simple for Mussolini to play 
the political alchemist and by bdiending 
Communism with capitalism, bring forth 
the hybrid paternal-socialism under the 
name of Fascism; it was even simpler 
to make a martyr. out of the  enor- 
mously rich Gualino, breaking him overnight 
to prove to the public his contempt of “big 
business.” To show the industrialists that 
Fascism held the workers in the palm of its 
hand, it was no trick at all to corner ali the 
jobs in Italy, abolish trade unionism and 
create the Fascist syndicates. “And once an 
air-tight censorship had been clamped down 
and all newspaper. men had been. miade to 
pass the test of simon-pure”~ Fascism as a 
guarantee of tractibility, a became simple to 
turn the spotlight on and off-as the political’ 
exigencies of the occasion. demanded. 

But to make women bear babies; and those 
babies to survive—depression or no depres- 
sion—is an entirely different matter. 


No Liberty in Italy. | 

Whether Fascism has proved a blessing for 
Italy or. not is debatable. Italians outside 
Italy say no. Italians within hearing of 
Mussolini say it has, or say nothing. It’s a 
good deal like, once having cut off a man’s 
arms because his finger-tips were infected, to 
argue as to whether the major operation had 
been necessary. The fact remains that the 
man has lost his arms; in italy the fact that 
there is no liberty—personal or political— 
is undisputed. In Mussolini‘'s own words: 
“Liberty is a rotting carcass’ and not worth 
having—for the people. Whether it is worth 
while for a man to live without arms, or legs, 
or for a nation to exist without liberty; and 
incidentally, justice, depends largely upon the 


But to get back to Mussolini's bout with 
Dame Nature. Not long after the Fascists 
were enthroned, [1 Duce enunciated the doc- 
trine that men could be produced and export- 
ed as well as olive oil and Chianti wines, and 
that they could be made to prove an enor- 
mous source of wealth for Italy. He ordered 
his subjects to act accordingly. The doc- 


ing as it-did from one who had, througp his 
previous writings, been a mortal enemy of 
the church. Nor is there any reason to be- 
lieve that it was unpopular with the pdopte:’ 
unless some over-worked mothers resented 
it.

Doctored Statistics. 


The result was that Italy began experienc- 
ing growing pains. More men meant more 
jobs, and jobs got scarcer and scarcer. With 
the depression the predicament intensified 
and’ the Fascists were up against a factual 
problem. Cutting jobs in haif, giving one to 
two men, helped temporarily,-even if it did 
not prove economically sound. Until recently 
the practice enabled Rome to boast of only} 
660,000 unemployed while the figures in 
England, Germany, the. United States, and 
even in France, rose, or threatened to rise, 
into millions. | 

Doctoring of statistics, however, finally 
proved a bit too transparent and Italy’s hunt 
abroad for capital became a bit too frantic 
to justify the boast. that conditions “were 
not so bad” beyond the Alps. ‘So Mussolini 
threw up the sponge and now admits there 
are around 1,200,000 unemployed workers.

From Turin, which is in disgrace, and 
is stigmatized by the Fascists as “‘worse 
than a French city” because of its low 
birth rate, comes the following story: 
“A Turin woman had become the 
mother of quadruplets. In Rome, offi- 
¢ials, hearing about it, and anxious to 
please their Chief, rushed to Mussolini. 
with the news and suggested, as a means 
of propaganda; a congratulatory message 
‘be sent to the remarkable parents. Fiat- 
tered, the parents replied, inviting Mus- 
solini to name the babies. Il Duce sug- 
gested, as there were three boys and one 
girl, the names, Vittorio (in honor of 
the King), Humberto (in honor of the 
Crown Prince), Benito (as his own con- 
tribution) and for the girl, Italia. A few 
weeks later, Mussolini ordered a tele- 
gram sent inquiring after the health of 
his proteges. The reply came back: 
“Vittorio dead, Humberto dead, Benito 
dying. Hope to save Italia.’ ”’ 
It doesn’t make any difference wheth- 
er the story is true or not. It is enough 
that it is going the rounds—sub rosa—of 
Italy and that it filustrates what is happen- 
ing to Italian vital statistics. 


Since the Fascists usurped the government 
their boast has been that Italy’s population 
was increasing by more than 600,000 men 
yearly. It appears, however, according to of- 
ficial reports, that there were but 186,000 
more births than deaths the first half of 
1932; during the same six months of last 
year there were recorded 224,000 more births 
than deaths; during 1930 the figure stood at 
270,000. Except for 1920 there has been a 
steady decline during the last eight or nine!

‘In Italy, most prolific of lands, births are 
diminishing; the laughter of babies, which 
enlivens the villages, cities and farms: even 
more than the smiles of the heavens, this 
promise of the joys of life which ennobles 
and enchants far more than the fertility of 
the earth and the opulence of its produce, 
this characteristic trait of Italy, joyous, ma- 
ternal and glorious, already is beclouded as 
by a fog, the melancholia of decline.”

In the six months ending June 
30 exports of wheat, in quantity, 
were 77.2 per cent greater than 
corresponding period of 
1931, Despite lower prices the 
42.7 per cent. 

Exports of unmanufactured cot- 
ton increased 65.8 per cent in 
quantity and 9.2 per cent in value. 
Cotton headed the list of exports 
in value and was fifth in quantity, 
by weight. 

Other exports which gdined in 
value were crude petroleum, 28.2 
per cent; crude sulphur, 1.4 per 
cent; sewing machines, 8.4 per 
cent, and Kafir and milo, the as- 
tonishing figure of 71,1756 per 
cent. . 

Altogether, .24 products out of 
a list of 95 showed: quantity in- 
creases in exports, leading the 
Chamber of Commerce committee 


“encouraging.” 


One Big Jump Explained. 

In quantity, exports of Kafir 
and milo increased 116,893 per 
cent, a showing which calls for 
explanation. Kafir and milo are 
forage grain crops of the sorghum 
variety. The exports are of the 
threshéd grain. In the first half 
of 1931 only 56841 bushels were 
exported; this year, the volume 
was 6,832,000 bushels: The; 
Chamber of Commerce bulletin 
explains that a new market has 
been found for these products in 
Germany.

“The three outstanding fea- 
tures of our export trade for the 
first half of 1932,” the bulletiz 
states, “were the extraordinarily 
large purchases of American cot- 
ton, wheat and petroleum.

Total value of the exports for 
the six months was $841,077,000, 
a decline of 36 per cent from that 
in 19231 and 61 per cent from the 
5-year average.

“Import prices generally,” the 
bulletin states, “suffered a great- 
er drop than did export prices.”

NCE again the rainbow hangs over

And finally, the President himself has again 
made use of the great flexibility alibi, blandly assur- 
ing us that the Tariff Commission will some day 
rectify the iniquities of the Hawley-Smoot law. 

In none of this is there repentance, acknowledg- 
ment of error. On the contrary, the Republican plat- 
forms asserts that the tariff is needed more today 
than ever-before and promises to revise its schedules 
“to maintain the parity of agriculture and industry,” 
to extend the system to farms, forests, mines and oil 
wells and further to increase duties where the de- 
preciation of foreign currencies threatens American 
industry with foreign competition. ‘The Republican | 
position is perfectly plain. And it is as wrong as it 
is plain. What of the Democrats? 

Gov. Roosevelt on the stump, has utterly de- 
molished the Republican case. He has shown how im- 
possible it is for a tariff to boost the price of any 
crop of which we produce a surplus for export. He 
has shown how the tariff has injured the farmer both 
by increasing the price of the goods which he must 
buy and by closing foreign markets to his surplus out- 
put. He has shown how retaliatory duties have 
curbed the exportation of American goods and 
brought about the expatriation of American factories.

In the mean- 
time he would “make the tariff effective” for agri- 
culture by some temporary mechanism which would 
give the farmer the equivalent of the world price plus 
the tariff on the portion of his crops which are con- 
sumed at home. This mechanism, he specifies, must 
be voluntary, co-operative; must finance itself; 


stimulate further overproduction. 

This program, it must be admitted, leaves much to 
be desired. Business needs immediate relief. The 
piecemeal reduction which Mr. Roosevelt proposes to 
bring about through the Tariff Commission and in- 
ternational negotiation can come but slowly. The 
accomplishment of reciprocal reductions by treaty 
would necessitate the abandonment of the policy of 
“most favored nation” treatment which we have writ- 
ten into our commercial treaties with the leading 
Powers. Is comprehensive action out of the question? 
Is not a sweeping lateral reduction in rates in order? 
If the rates of the “notorious” and “indefensible” 
Grundy tariff are indeed outrageously excessive as 
Mr. Roosevelt has said, why does he not recommend 
their repeal? This law was adopted during the depres- 
sion. American ‘industry has never . expanded its 
operations to avail itself of the added protection it 
affords. It could be repealed today without endanger- 
ing the job.of a single working man, leaving us still 
secure behind the mountainous rates of the Fordney 
McCumber law.’

Wanted—A Liberal Government 


Gov. Roosevelt remarked in one of his recent 
speeches that there cannot be two conservative par- 
ties in the United States, that the Democratic party 
must be liberal. | 

Gov. Roosevelt is right. The Democratic party must 
be liberal, it must serve all the people, not a few 
favored interests. If the present campaign means 
anything and we are to have an actual change of 
administration, Gov. Roosevelt, if elected, will have 
an exceptional opportunity to give the people a new 
deal, and that new deal should be in sharpest con- 
trast with the deal the American people have had 
for 12 years, in which privilege and plutocracy 
have been in the saddle and the interests of the 
plain people have been ignored. | 

Gov. Roosevelt has two conspicuous examples of 
new deals in administration—those of Theodore 
Roosevelt and Woodrow Wilson, both of whose ad- 
ministrations worked forward with progressive 
policies. Theodore Roosevelt called his change “the 
square deal,” and Woodrow Wilson’s program was 
“the new freedom,” in which .the people were to be 
relieved from plutocratic monopoly and trade re- 
strictions. Theodore Roosevelt smashed the trusts 
and, turning his back on the privileged interests 
which had supported the Republican party and con- 
tributed vast sums for its success, maintained pro 
gressive policies. 

Woodrow Wilson, in his first term, which was. the 
only term in which he was free to devote his energies 
to domestic questions, won notable achievements. One 
of the main causes of Mr. Taft’s overwhelming defeat. 
was his approval of the Payne-Aldrich tariff under 
the dictation of the tariff barons, In Woodrow Wil- 
son’s administration the Underwood tariff bill was 
enacted, reducing duties on the necessaries of life 
and giving relief to the people from the exploitation 
of the greedy tariff barons. Perhaps the greatest 
achievement of the Wilson administration was the 
creation of the Federal Reserve Bank, establishing a 
scientific currency system to meet the needs of gov- 
ernment and business.. There was created the income 
tax law, following the principle of taxation according 
to means. There was the mediation, conciliation and 
arbitration measure, providing machinery to settle 
labor disputes and avoid disastrous strikes. There 
was the vocational educational commission to :pro- 
mote the vocational education of youth, and the Lever 
agricultural extension act for the benefit of farm 
boys and girls. The Panama Canal tolls act which 
discriminated between American and foreign vessels 
in violation of treaty obligations was repealed. Better 
working conditions for women employes in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia and for seamen were provided. The 
Clayton anti-trust act, which provided safeguards 
against monopoly and unfair methods of competition 
and prohibited interlocking directorates, was enacted.

Among imports showing an un- 
usual increase was refined copper. 
The volume was 163,979,000 
pounds, the largest amount on rec- 
ord, and an increase of 211 per cent 


over the first half of 1931 and 206 
per cent over the five-year aver- 
age. 

The average import price was 6.6 
cents a pound and the total value, 
$10,776,000, was an increase of 109 
per cent over last year’s. Most of 
the copper came from Canada and 
Chile, 

Crude rubber imports at less than 
four cents a pound, the lowest 
price on record, declined in both 
quantity and value. Imports of 
596,008,000 pounds were eight per 
cent below last year’s. Imports of 
coffee also declined and the price 
was lower. 

The figures show the importance 
of American trade with the nations 
comprising the British Empire. The 
15 countries of the Empire pur- 
chased 42 per cent of American ex- 


ports, the greater quantities going’ 


to the United Kingdom and Canada. 

On the other hand, 30 per cent of 
imports into the United States came 
from the British Empire, Canada 
being the leading supplier. Other 
leading sources of imports were Ja- 
pan, the Philippines, ahead and 
the United Kingdom. 


SMALL TOWNS DECREASING, 


CITIES INCREASING IN ITALY | 


Fascist Activities Partly Respon- 
sible; Density of Population 
213 to Square Mile. 

By the Associated Press. 

ROME, Oct. 1.—A decline of 
small towns in Italy and an in- 
crease in the number of cittes with 
more than 3000 population is dis- 
closed in analyses of the 1931 cen- 
sus just published by the Govern- 
ment. 

Concentration of Fascist activi- 
ties in large cities and seats of 
provinces is thought partly respon- 
sible for this change. The crowded 
condition of Italian cities hag been 
one of the gravest problems facing 
thé country. 

This growth of larger cities con- 
tinued while Premier Mussolini has 
repeatedly argued that Italy was 
riot given a just terfitorial re- 


ward after the war and has calied., 


for revision of peacé treaties so it 
may find an outlet for its people. 

In the ten years from 1921 to 
1931, the number of towns of up to 
500 inhabitants fell from 936 to 
only 172. The percentage of their 
total of population in relation to 
that of the wholé kingdom fell 
from eight to two per cent. 

Towns between 501 and 1000 per- 
sons declined fro 1455 to 666, Cities 
of between 1001 and 300 dropped 
from 3264 to 3128, 

Only towns of more than 300 per- 
sons showed increases in number. 
Towns of more than this popula- 
tion, but less than 6000 were aug- 
mented by two. 

From then on, as the bigger and 
bigger cities are listed, the increase 
is greater.

REED ACCUSES 6. 0. P. 


OF ‘UNIQUE HYPOCRISY 


Says Platform Was Meant to 
‘Cajole the Drys and Bunco 
the Wets.’ 


By the Associated Press. 

LOWELL, Mass., Oct. 1.--For- 
mer Senator James A. Reed of 
Missouri said in an address today 
that the prohibition platform of the 
Republican party “in a single word 
proposes to perpetuate national 
prohibition and make it worse than 
it now is.” 

Addressing the Massachusetts 
State Democratic convention, Reed 
said the Democratic platform pro- 
poges to get rid of national pro- 
hibition. 

“The Republican platform re- 
fuses the people the chance even 
to vote for the repeal of the eight- 
eenth amendment. The Democratic 
platform guarantees the right to 
vote for outright repeal. 

“The - Republican platform 
pledges the continued enforcement 
of the Volstead act. The Demo- 
cratic platform proposes immedi- 
ate relief from the most monstrous 
provisions of that law. 

“The Republican platform pro- 
poses that during ali of the years 
which may elapse before the Con- 
stitution is changed, the nation, 
states and municipalities shall be 
deprived of billions of dollars of 
revenue and the taxpayers bur- 
dened with the vast expense of pro- 
hibition enforcement. 

“The Democratic platform guar- 
antees the wiping out of these ex- 
penses, the raising of an enormous 
revenue, and, upon the amendment 
to the Constitution, the abolition of 
the army of prohibition agents who 
now infest the land.” 

Reed charged that the Republic- 
an platform was “written to cajoie 
the drys and bunco the wets. It 
occupies an unique place in the 
literature of political hypocrisy. It 
is a sort of verbal amphibian which 
might have been envisioned in the 
last stages of delirium tremens. 

“Compared with it, the beast of 
the Apocalypse would be a pleasant 
bedfellow.

REVISION ADDS 1208 
70 CITY REGISTRATION 


Total of 387,245 Qualified 
Voters in St. Louis, Elec- 
tion Board Announces. 


Official revision of the unofficial 
figures for last week's general 
registration of St. Louis voters has 
increased the total announced Fri- 
day. The revised total is 387,245, 
which is 1208 more than the num- 
ber tabulated at first. 

The original figures were com- 
piled from unofficial sheets for- 
warded to the Election Board 
daily by precinct judges, through 
the police. The new figure is based 
on the official precinct reports to 
the board. 

The number registered was 7 
per cent greater than the number 
enrolled -in the last comparable 
registration, in 1928, when 361,908 
qualified. Registrations .are for 
four years. Those who signed the 
Poll books last week will not have 
to register again until 1936, but if 
they move within the city they can 
be transferred on the books. The 
old lists have been discarded.

Habitual Criminal Law Invoked. 

The habitual criminal law, rare- 
ly invoked before Miller-took of- 
fice, was used to obtain severe sen- 
tences for 20 defendants who had 
previously been convicted of fel- 
onies. This law makes the maxi- 
mum sentence mandatory on con- 
viction of the crime charged. Un- 
der its terms 12 robbers were s€n- 
tenced to life imprisonment. In 
the other cases penitentiary terms | 
up to 25 years were imposed. 

Of the 896 cases in which -con-/ 
Victions or pleas of guilty were not 
obtained, 728 were discharged, 37 
were disposed of by writs of ha- 
béas’ corpus and 180 were trans- 
ferred to other jurisdictions.

31 STRUCTURES ARE ENTERED 
IN BETTER BUILDING CONTEST 


One More Entrant Than in 1930—Ecclesiasti- 
cal and Commercial Classifications Have 
Seven Nominees Apiece. 


Thirty-one buildings have been 
entered in the second annual Bet- 
ter Buildings Contest conducted by 
the Civic Development Bureau of 
the Chamber of Commerce, Luther 
Ely Smith, chairman of the bureau, 
announced yesterday. The contest, 
which closed Friday, had one more 
entrant than in 1930, the year of 
the first competition. 

Rules of the contest provide for 
not more than one award in each 
class of buildings. Honorable men- 
tion will be awarded to the owners 
and constructors of buildings of 
sufficient merit, and bronze tablets 
will be given to buildings regarded 
as outstanding. 

The contest was conducted in 
seven classes for new or. recon- 
structed buildings completed  be- 
tween Jan. 1, 1931 and last Friday. 
The admission of reconstructed 
buildings into the competition was 
a new feature this year. 

The’ ecclesiastical and commer- 
cial building classifications attract- 
ed the greatest number of entrants, 
each having seven. Six were nom- 
inated for awards in the educa- 
tional building class, four in the 
industrial and three each in the 
single residence and public build- 
ing groups. Only one .multiple 
dwelling, the Park Plaza Hotel, 
Kingshighway and Maryland ave- 
nue, was entered. 

The committee on ‘awards, ap- 
pointed by the bureau, which will 
inspect each entry, is composed of

CHICAGO, Oct. 1.--The largest 
slice of the world series melon 
seems to be just around the corner 
and we hope to have rounded that 
corner by tomorrow night. Now 
that the Yankees have started to 
hit 1 feel certain that we will be 


able to make it four in a row. 
We were overdue on long hits 
and all the players were talking 
about it on our trip to Chicago. 
That second game, which we won 
on ten singles, was one of the odd- 
est-games we have played this year, 
because somebody on our team usu- 
ally gets some long ones. We were 
saying that we were likely to crash 
with some long hitting and we did. 
One of the writers asked me aft- 
er ‘the game today if I thought the 
fans had been fair to me during 
the game.

NEW YORK. 
HE Cinderella. leg- 
end in America in- 
variably ends on a 
note of blissful hap- 
piness. That is our 
most deep-rooted 
tradition —-that 
money is the 
essential to happi- 
ness. The _ Rolls- 
Royce limousine, the Park avenue 
apartment, an excess supply of dia- 
monds and orchids and the story ends 
with the ‘“‘happy-ever-after”’ tag. 

But a little French girl has discov- 
ered that there is a serious flaw in 
this legend. Lily Pons has been show- 
ered with all the favors that fortune 
can pour upon the lucky ones of the 
earth. She has had not only the tangi- 
ble things that money can buy but a 
dazzling, meteoric career, wild ap- 
plause, lavish praise, the rank of an 
opera star over night. 

_ Nothing was missing, nothing but 
happiness, Lily Pons found out. 

She was happier as an. obscure 
singer in the small opera houses of 
provincial France than as a star of the 
Metropolitan Opera Company, with all 
that that means. From afar the rich 
favors of fortune that New York 
can offer looked as dazzling to Lily 
as they do to the countless other ob- 
scure aspirants to fame and wealth. 
Close at hand they are dust and ashes. 
At any rate that is the disillusioning 
experience of Mademoiselle Pons, the 
newest coloratura soprano to thrill the 
world of music. 

Mile. Pons was endowed by nature 
with an extraordinary voice. Ita upper 
range is said to be higher than that 
of any singer, in recent operatic his- 
tory. In its upper register it has an 
almost flute-like clarity of tone. It is 
a voice naturally: endowed for tri- 
umph. With only three years of mus- 
ical training, at the age of 28, she has 
captivated the most critical of all audi- 
ences, the hard-boiled veterans and the 
professional critics of the ‘‘Met.’’ 

There may be satisfaction in that. 
So far as outward rewards go, Lily’s 
experience has proved that an orchid 
in tne hand quickly withers. Her 
earnings have been the source of long 
dissension and legal controversy. She 
has become estranged from the back- 
ers who brought her to America. She 
is separated from her husband and 
there is a rumor of divorce. That is 
the other side of the Cinderella myth, 
the side that is never allowed to de- 
atroy the legend. 

During the first 25 years of her life 
Lily led a placid and untroubled exis- 
tence. With the exception of a severe 
illness, the serenity of her childhood 
was unbroken. She was born in Can- 
nes, on the Cote d’Azur, the sunny 
shore of France. Her father, now 
dead, was a well-known'French auto- 
motive engineer, the beginner of 
trans-continental automobile races, a 
celebrity in his own right.

The about-face in careers occurred 
in 1923. Ata dinner party in Cannes 
she was introduced to August Mesgritz, 
an elderly Dutchman of good name 
and prosperous fortune. The next 
morning she slipped out at dawn for 
a walk and accidentally met Mesritz 
again. He admired Lily and after a 
hasty courtship they were married. 

It was not exactly a love match, but 
rather, in the French fashion, a mar- 
riage de convenance, a romance cut to 
the necessities of income and conveni- 
ence. Mesritz had been a lawyer in 
his native Holland for 15 years. He 


had been a publisher. This 
middle-aged man of the 
world was kind to Lily. 

One night after dinner 
he heard her singing at 
the piano, some light air. 
He was struck with the 
quality of her voice and 
persuaded her to study 
for the opera. She did so 
in a leisurely fashion. 
Mesritz was a good pro- 
vider. She had her car 
and chauffeur, an apart- 
ment on the Champs Ely- 
see.

r similar reasons, 
when her teacher judged 
her proficient, a tour was 
arranged in the prov- 
inces: Cannes, Montpeli- 
er, Vichy, La Baule.

Back in New York they told Gatti 
of their discovery. Lily came to 
America, under ten-year contract with 
the Zenatellos, the latter say. 

Lily arrived on. March 4, 1930. She 
had been dreadfully seasick on the 
way over and had lost much weight. 
Om March 20, after she had somewhat 
recuperated, she was ‘taken to see 
Gatti. 

There was unbroken silence as she 
raised her voice in the mad scene from 
‘*Lueila.”’ She trilled her way through 
“Caro Nome” dnd then, for good meas- 
ure, that fine old boob-bumper, ‘‘The 
Béll Song’ from “Lakme.” Gatti and 
his assistant, Serafin, looked at each 
other in amazement. “Are you too 
tired to sing again?’”’ they asked. No, 
Lily was not. Promptly Otto Kahn, 
the opera’s angel, was summoned and 
Lily did her stuff again.

let her get away from us,” 
suid Kahn at the end of the 
audition. 

Lily signed a five-year contract with 
the Met, to be paid $445 a week for 
the first four years, and $1000 a week 
the last year. She was to get $1200 
for each out of town concert, with the 
exception of 20 appearances in Buenos 
Aires where for the first year she was 
to be paid $1000. Besides this she had 
a contract with the Victor Talking 
Machine Company. As opera contracts 
go, these were not large sums. 

Shortly after New Year's day, 1931, 
Lily made her debut in ‘‘Lucia.’’ She 
was the first coloratura in years to 
brave this difficult score in the key of 
F. There were times when the rapt 
audience was convinced that ste had 
reached a flute-like G. Sixteen times 
they called her back. Flowers poured 
over the footlights. With this one 
stroke she stepped into the class of 
Sembrich, Tetrazzsini, Hempel, Galli- 
Curei. It was a triumph extraordinary, 
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almost unique in the Metropolitan's 
recent history. Everything should, in 
fact, have dissolved into a mist of hap- 
piness. 

It was the beginning of Lily’s trou- 
bles. She found very soon that she 
could scarcely afford to live on the 
scale on which a dazzling opera star 
lives, on her salary. The Zenatel- 
los got 15 per cent of it. The Metro- 
politan took 33 per cent the first year 
for employing her. Five per cent went 
to her teacher, M. Alberti, in France, 
under the terms of the contract she 
had with him. Bruno Zerato, Metro- 
politan musical director, got another 
five per cent for his professional as- 
sistance. 

On the very day after her miracu- 
lous debut the Zenatellos and Mesritz, 
who had followed her to New York, 
began to quarrel. With all these com- 
plications, she developed a bad case 
of stage fright, a malady which had 
never before troubled her. It was so 
acute that she usually was nauseated 
before a performance, often before a 
cue, two or three times during a single 
evening. With this stress she began to 
lose weight. The doctor prescribed 
after each performance a huge meal, a 
quarter of a pound of butter, a pint of 
cream. Poor Lily was unhappy. 

The quarrel with the Zenatellos be- 
eame an open breach and the first of 
a series of lawsuits was begun. They 
sought to restrain her from going un- 
der any other management but theirs 
for ten years. Lily replied that al- 
though she was grateful to them for 
pointing the way to fame, she no long- 
er trusted them and that she had al- 
ready offered to settle their claim out 
of court. 


HEY insisted upon 15 per cent 
and she contended they exag- 
gerated the difficulty of getting 
an audition with Gatti-Casazza. When 
Lily went on a tour of Ameri- 
can cities, the Zenatellos sued Mes- 
ritz for $315,000 for slander, a 
sum that represented a fair re- 
turn on the $2,000,000 they esti- 
mated Lily would make in ten years 
For her first year she received, the) 
said, $130,000. The suit set forth that 
Mesritz had called the JZenatellos 
“thieves and crooks’’ early in th:

All was not gloom, however. Lil) 
had a second triumphal season in New 
York. She added ‘“‘Lakme” and ‘‘Som- 
nambule”’ to her repertoire. In Buenos 
Atres she had enjoyed a tribute suc} 
as no star had received since Tetraz 
zini. At the end of a great ovatio: 
doves had been released in the oper: 
house. 

The Zenatellos filed another sui! 
Lily .made a bitter answer. Sh 
charged another business associat 
with keeping $400 of $1000 she ha 
given him for advertising in a music 
journal. There began at this time, to», 
rumors of marital trouble. All ws 
not well, it was whispered, betwe« 
the singer and her husband. 

Lily laughed when reporte: 
brought her word of this and spok: 
the French equivalent for ‘bunk 
Why M. Mesritz would accompany her 
on her South American tour in the 
summer. But M. Mesritz did not ac 
company her. In Buenos Aires she ad 
mitted the separation. Mesritz said in 
Paris that there was ‘‘a little diff!

It was not until after Blanche came 
to Memphis from Galveston that Mrs. 
Hamilton told her she was an adopted 
daughter. She had always believed 
Mrs. Hamilton was her real mother 
and, after learning the truth, con- 
tinued to regard heras such. Thetwo 
were deeply devoted to each other.

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Mrs. Hamilton, a reserved and aus- 
tere person herself, seemed to incul- 
cate the same traits in her adopted 
daughter. However, cool as Mrs. Ham- 
ilton appeared to the public, she was 
known to her close friends as an af- 
fectionate woman, who loved to help 
others. She gave freely of the wealth 
left her by her father. Her money 
went a long way toward supporting the 
St. Peter Orphanage in Memphis, and 
she donated freely to the support of 
the Catholic Church and other institu- 
tions. She was known in her later 

years in Memphis asa 
philanthropist and 
loved by many per- 
sons. 
Mrs. Karsch, al- 
though sepa- 
rated from her 
by her mar- 
riage, re- 
mained in 
touch with her 
foster moth- 
er, and when 
Mrs. Hamilton 
was in ill 
health in her 
declining 
years, M ra. 
Karsch took 
care of her. 

In 1929, at 
the age of 87, 
Mrs. Hamilton

died leaving no will. 
The property left to 
her by her father 
had been kept in 
good repair and had 
been improved 
greatly during her 
lifetime. The stocks 
and bonds had in- 
creased in value 
and the cash ac- 
cumulated from the 
estate had grown to 
half a million dol- 
lars. 

Shortly after Mrs. Kate Hamilton’s 
death, Mrs. Karsch was made executrix 
of the estate through an order of the 
Probate Court. Then there followed 
a deluge of claims on the estate from 
more than 20 presumptive heirs— 
cousins, nieces, nephews and their 
heirs. The convent in Galveston also 
filed a claim on the ground that Sister 
Mary Agnes had left a will giving her 
share of the estate to the convent. 

A heated court battle opened. On 
one side were more than 20 presump- 
tive heirs and the convent. On the 
other was a middle-aged woman who, 
as a baby, was taken from a New York 
orphanage and brought into a wealthy 
home because the convent sisters want- 
ed a little girl. 


HE presumptive heirs attacked 
the decision of the Probate Court 
on three major points. First, 
they contended the deeds to the 
property were not properly executed. 
Second, they held that Mrs. Karsch 
had not been legally adopted by 
Mrs. Hamilton. And, third, they ar- 
gued that the will of Eugene Ma- 
gevney decreed that his daughter, Mrs. 
Kate Hamilton, was to have the 
estate ‘“‘for herself and heirs of her 
body forever.” 

They contended Mrs. Karsch was not 
an “heir of her body’ and therefore 
not eligible for the estate. 

The case dragged on for nearly two 
vears before a decision finally was 
reached. Then Chancellor Ketchum 
ruled that Mrs. Karsch had been legal- 
ly adopted and was sole heir to the 
Magevney fortune. 

The little bungalow in which she 
and Dr. Karsch reside was purchased 
for them by Mrs. Hamilton several 
years ago. The furniture in the living

room appears worn, and there is little 
to indicate that the place is the abode 
of millionaires. 

“T don’t want any other house,’’ says 
Mrs. Karsch. ‘I suppose I could ‘have 
a mansion if I wanted it, but this place 
suits me. Why, my mother thought 
this was luxurious. when she bought 
it for me. She said it was too luxuri- 
ous for her. She preferred the little 
house down on Adams street with coal 
oil lamps. People ask me what I in- 
tend to do with so much money. I tell 
them I haven't thought much about it, 
and that is a fact. I haven't.” 

At present, Mrs. Karsch seems most 
concerned about her two children, 
Mary and Hamilton. With all her for- 
tune, she seems sad. It’s mostly be- 
cause of Mary’s marriage, her friends 
say. 


FEW months ago, Mary was 
A rte by the crooning of Hus- 

ton Ray, an orchestra leader at 
the Hotel Peabody here. Ray sang 
nightly over the radio, and Mary 
was an ardent listener. Somehow, 
they struck up an acquaintance at a 
dinner dance. Suddenly, without 
letting even their closest friends in on 
the secret, they went over to Ma- 
rion, Arkansas, a sort of Gretna Green 
for Memphis, and were married. On 
their return they sent word of their 
marriage to Mary’s parents through 
mutual friends. 

Dr. and Mrs. Karsch were furious. 
They refused decisively to give their 
blessing to the couple, and Mrs. 
Karsch spoke vaguely of annulment 
proceedings.

UTOMOBILE acci- 
dents in the. year 
193i resulted in 
the death of 34,400 
persons and the in- 
jury of nearly a 
million others, a 
casualty list exceed- 
ing that of America 
in the World. War 
and exceeding by some 200,000 the 
entire population of St. Louis. 

Statistics compiled by the Travelers 
Insurance Company of Hartford, Con- 
necticut, show that in 91.95 per cent 
of these accidents the drivers involved 
were experienced operators of motor 
cars who had been driving for a year 
or more. 

The figures show also that in 95.6 
per cent of the cases the automobiles 
involved were in good mechanical con- 
dition at the time of the accident, or 
at least were free from defects of such 
nature as to constitute a probable 
cause of the accident. 

Further, it is disclosed by analysis 
of the tables that 83.2 per cent of 
these accidents occurred in clear 
weather and 81.3 per cent when the 
road was dry. 

What, then, is the primary cause of 
automobile accidents, and how may 
this cause be eliminated? The Auto- 
mobile Club of Missouri answers both 
questions. The cause, clearly enough, 
says the club, is the driver’s careless- 
ness—his inattention to his. task. 
There is no other answer. If the over- 
whelming majority of accidents are not 
due to driver inexperience, not due to 
defective equipment and not due to 
weather or road conditions, then the 
trouble must lie in the driver's failure 
to handle his machine in the manner 
expected of an experienced operator of 
an automobile. The Automobile Club 
believes the way to materially diminish 
this source of trouble is to enact a 
driver's license law, which will enable 
the authorities to banish the careless 
driver from the roads and keep him 
off. | 

Accordingly, the club is sponsoring 
a driver's license bill, which will be 
introduced in the State Legislature 
when that body convenes in December. 
If this measure becomes a law it will 
provide for the revocation or suspen- 
sion of the right to drive a motor car 
in the event the driver is guilty of such 
carelessness as may jeopardize the 
safety of himself and others. The club 
and the St. Louis Safety Council are 
now engaged in a determined cam- 
paign to obtain passage of the bill. 
Chambers of commerce in _ cities 
throughout the State, the Missouri 
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State Medical Association, the High- 
way Engineers’ Association of Mis- 
souri and numerous safety and civic 
organizations all have indorsed the 
plan and are seeking its adoption. 

“The license law will have the ef- 
fect of putting the automobile driver 
under a boss who may fire him at any 
time if his driving conduct merits such 
action,’’ Roy F. Britton, president of 
the Automobile Club, points out. “A 
railroad engineer who drives his loco- 
motive through stop. signals and 
otherwise handles his job carelessly, 
doesn’t last very long. He is answer- 
able to the railroad, and he knows very 
well what will happen to his job if he 
becomes negligent. It will be the same 
way with the automobile driver. Driv- 
ing a car will be his job, in a sense, 
and the State will be his boss, able to 
take his job away from him. 


oT HE right to drive is the auto- 
mobile driver’s most valuable 
possesion. Reckless and care- 
less drivers, after all a small minority 
who are responsible for our motor car 
accidents, do not fear a fine. They can 
pay that and-go on driving. And many 
will even take a chance on a jail sen- 
tence. But all reckless or careless 
drivers fear losing the right to drive. 
The influence of this impending pen- 
alty creates greater self-restraint and 
is a positive controlling factor for 
street and highway safety. When you 
suspend or revoke a license to drive, 
you touch a most sensitive spot, a fac- 
tor that does bring the irresponsible 
driver more readily under the control 
of the courts;and the authorities. 
“It may be argued,’ Britton con- 
tinued, “that we might reduce acci- 
dents by rigorous enforcement of the 
laws we already have. Of course, rig- 
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orous enforcement does. reduce acci- 
dents, but a driver’s license law gives 
the courts additional control over a 
driver, provides a practical method of 
imposing an effective penalty and pro- 
tects the public. It will hardly affect 
the careful driver at all. Besides the 
compulsion it imposes upon him to 
continue to drive safely, it causes the 
responsible person no inconvenience 
whatever.”’ 

Twenty-seven states now have driv- 
er’s license laws, and all have report- 
ed accident reduction ranging from 
20 to 25 per cent since the laws were 
adopted. Massachusetts, in addition 
to a driver’s license Jaw, also requires 
all drivers to stand a driver's test, 
which covers not only the individual's 
skill in handling a car, but also his 
physical fitness and general intelli- 
gence. Such a system has been advo- 
cated in some quarters for Missouri, 
but results obtained by Massachusetts 
have not been such as to recommend 
the plan in view of the cumbersome 
machinery and red tape it entails. 
Analysis of accident statistics shows 
that the vast majority of drivers fig- 
uring in accidents are drivers who 
have had a year or more of experience 
in the operation of a motor car and are 
therefore persons who would, in most 
cases, easily pass a driver’s test. More- 
over, the safety experts declare, the 
way a man drives in an examination 
today is no criterion as to how he will 
drive on the road a week from today. 
The expert driver who can pass an ex- 
cellent examination, who has abundant 
good health, is the one most likely to 
be over-confident and reckless. And 
over-confidence and recklessness are 
factors which would seldom show up in 
a driver's test. 

So the Missouri driver's license plan 
will not include or advocate any driv- 
ing test beyond the applicant’s own 
statement as to his physical fitness.

Only the applicant who suffers from 
some physical handicap that might im- 
pair his driving would be required to 
give a demonstration of his ability to 
handle a car. 

The license would be issued for a 
three-year period, at no cost to the 
applicant. At least, the sponsors of 
the bill recommend that no fee be 
charged and that the expense of the 
licensing be taken out of State auto- 
mobile registration fees. 


S TO revocation, it would .be 
A mandatory for the Motor Vehicle 

Commissioner to revoke the li- 
cense for one year upon conviction or 
a plea of guilty or bond forfeiture 
under charges as follows: 

1. Manslaughter resulting from 
the operation of a motor vehicle. 

2. Driving while under the in- 
fluence of intoxicating liquor or 
narcotic drug. 

3. Perjury under the license 
law, the registration law or in 
connection with application for a 
certificate of ownership. 

4. Any crime punishable as a 
felony, under the laws of this 
State or of the United States. 

5. Conviction or forfeiture of 
bail upon three charges of reck- 
less driving all within the preced- 
ing 12 months. 

6. Failure to stop and disclose 
identity in an accident resulting in 
death or injury of another person. 
The Motor Vehicle Commissioner 

may immediately suspend the license 
of any person for a period not exceed- 
ing ofie year without hearing and with- 
out receiving a record of conviction of 
such a crime whenever he has reason 
to believe: 

1. That the person has commit- 
ted any offenses for conviction 
of which mandatory revocation is 
provided. 


2. That the person has, by 
reckless or unlawful driving, 
caused or contributed to an acci- 
dent resulting in death or injury 
to any other person, or serious 
property damage. 

3. That the person is incom- 
petent to drive or is afflicted with 
mental or physical infirmities or 
disabilities rendering it unsafe for 
such person to drive upon the 
highways. 

4. That such person is an ha- 
bitual reckless or negligent driv- 
er, or has committed a serious 
violation of the motor vehicle 
laws of the State. 

Sponsors of the license law are ex- 
pecting some objections to the plan, 
of course. Constructive legislation, 
they point out, always encounters op- 
position from the very group it seeks 
to benefit and it isn’t likely that the 
driver’s license measure will be an 
exception. One of the more obvious 
objections is that in most instances 
the reckless driver who constitutes a 
menace on the highways will escape 
apprehension and punishment, just as 
he does now. The State Highway Pa- 
trol comprises only 73 men—about one 
man for each 100 miles of State read 
—and even at full strength will not be 
sufficient to bring any considerable 
number of reckless drivers to justice. 
At least not until after they have al- 
ready been the cause of accidents. 

The Automobile Club points out that 
it is better to catch up with the reck- 
less driver after an accident than not 
at all, and that fear of the conse- 
quences will cause him to exercise 
more caution against being involved in 
an accident in the first place. More- 
over, it is believed, the driver's license 
law will cause the responsible driver 
to be more exacting as to the highway 
conduct of the other fellow. It will 
serve to arouse public opinion against 
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the man who endangers the lives of 
other people. Persons of responsibi!

William L. Lincoln Served His Apprenticeship by 
Mapping an Ancient Guatemalan City That Had 


Never Been Viewed Before by Modern Man. 


Chichen Itza is one 
of the great treasure 
troves of ancient his- 
tory. It was the site 
of a large city, the 
capital of a nation of 
high culture, devel- 
oped through many 
centuries. The an- 
cient Mayans, of 
whom the present na- 
tives in Yucatan are 
direct descendants, 
had the most perfect 
of all calendars up to 
the time of our pres- 
ent Gregorian calen- 
dar, and, of necessity, 
a system of mathe- 
matics of a high or- 
der. During the past 
nine years the Car- 
negie staff has un- 
covered a number of 
buildings, the Temple 
of the Warriors, the 
Round Tower, the 
Temple of the Virg- 
ins, the School of 
Maidens, the Well of 
Sacrifice, all indicat- 
ing a distinguished 
art and architecture. 
These represent only 
a small fraction of 
the public buildings 
that once graced this 
city.

quarters:is in an an- 
cient hacienda, the 
Original grant for 
which goes back to 
1735. Members of 
the staff, a majority 
of whom are young 
college men, live in 
thatched huts near 
the hacienda, where 
Dr. Morley resides 
and where the offices 
are. 

It was Lincoln’s 
task to make meas- 
ured drawings of 
buildings. For exam- 
ple, he would make 
careful measurements 
of a stela, one of the 
carved monuments, 
like a tombstone, by 
means of which the 
Mayans measured the 
passage of long peri- 
ods of time and re- 
corded the more im- 
portant events in 
their history. Then he 
would draw it accu- 
rately to scale. 

Much of the ma- 
sonry as it comes 
from under the earth, 
dug out by the na- 
tives, under direc- 
tion of members of 
the staff, is highly

almost as fresh as they were in the 
original state. The low-relief carv- 
ing is in many instances colored a 
kind of brick red, green, yellow 
and blue. Part of Lincoln's work 
consisted in accurately recording 
these colors in his drawings, for 
after they have been exposed to 
the air for a comparatively short 
time they fade out entirely and 
there is left only the stone. 

Toward the end of the season, 
which extends from January 1 to 
July 1, Dr. Morley asked Lincoln 
to go to Yaxha (pronounced 
Yasha), and there map the site of 
another ancient Mayan city. Two 
or three explorers had given frag- 
mentary reports of Yaxha, which 
is on Lake Yaxha—the word 
means in Mayan, literally, green 
water. But no one had ever thor- 
oughly explored the site. 

Lincoln went by plane from 
Merida to Belize, in British Hon- 
duras, a flight over dense jungle 
and swamp. In that city he 
acquired as guide Enrique Shu- 
feldt, a young man of about 265, 
the son of an American father and 
a Tehuantepec Indian mother. 

Enrique knows the Guatemalan 
jungle. He had heard once or 
twice of Yaxha. The two went on 
a small gasoline launch for two 
days up the Belize River. Three

ITALIAN CANDLESTICKS 


The Fifty-Second of a Series of Art Objects Being Given a Special 


Showing at the St. Louis Art Museum. 


HESE camdlesticks constitute 
the fifty-second erhibit of a 8e- 
ries of masterpieces which are 
being prominently displayed at 
the City Art Museum by Direc- 
tor Meyric Rogers. Each week 
one Of the museum's rarest 
treasures is placed in the alcove to the left 
of the entrance. Each masterpiece will be 
reproduced in the Sunday Magazine of the 
Post-Dispatch, with an account by museum 
authorities of its history. The complete 
series will serve as an excellent guide to 
the most precious possessions of the city’s 
museum. The story of the candlesticks 
follows: 


The pair of Italian bronze candlesticks 
which constitutes this week’s masterpiece 
testifies to several interesting facts about 
the Renaissance. One is that the cultured 
man of the period surrounded himself 
with objects of great beauty and intricate 
workmanship. When he was in need of 
a mortar for grinding spices, or a knock- 
er for his door, or a bell for his table, 
his choice was a matter of great concern, 
for the standard of taste among his con- 
temporaries was high. He would take 
himself to the workshop of a well-known 
sculptor, where, after a consultation upon 
the style and ornament, he would leave 
his order for whatever object he might 
desire. . 

This suggest# a second point of inter- 
est: a sculptor was equally skilled at de- 
signing a life-size statue or a trinket for a 
lady, and, if we judge by the products of 
the age, equally interested in both. 

These candlesticks, as articular ex- 


auples of bronze working, are dated ap- 
proximately 1580. 

The fifteenth century in Italy had 
been marked by realism and individ- 
ualism and by a sincere searching into 
nature by the artist and scholar. The 
man of the sixteenth century satisfied 
himself that the Greeks and Romans 
had already accomplished the utmost 
along these lines, so imitation of the an- 
tique was the obvious course open to him. 
The museum’s candlesticks are an epito- 
me of the work of this period. With ad- 
mirable skill and a strong feeling for 
rightness of design, the unknown sculptor 
of the Paduan school has built up out of 
classical motifs two graceful pieces. 


HE sturdy triangular base sup- 
ports a tripod of scrolls ornament- 
ed with piquant grotesque brack- 
ets and winged amorini heads. Above 
the tripod rise two vase forms, one 
above the other, then a tall, slender bal- 
uster column; on top of this is a broad, 
flattened disk, suggestive of the basin of 
a fountain, and finally a cup inclosing the 
pricket for the candle. Acanthus leaves, 
the tiny, ubiquitous winged heads, full- 
length amorini and smiling cherub-head- 
ed brackets adorn all the surfaces. In ar- 
rangement the two candlesticks of the 
pair are identical, though in detail there 
are very slight variations. 

Each stick was cast in several parts, 
probably due to the intricacy of the de- 
sign. The bronze, under its very dark 
patina, seems to remain just as it was 
cast, unchiseled and unpolished. 

The museum acquired the pair in 1926. 
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on mule back and they were at 
Lake Yaxha. The rain forest is 
not so dense as the low bush else- 
where in Guatemala and Yucatan. 
In the forest it is possible to see 
perhaps 20 feet ahead. Lizards, ta- 
rantulas, scorpions, rattlesnakes, 
the fer-de-lance, monkeys and 
shrieking birds, all abound. 

Lincoln and his guide stayed in 
a hut in the tiny native village 
across Lake Yaxha from the site 
of the ruined city. They hired na- 
tive boys for a peso a day to pad- 
dle them across in a dug-out canoe 
and to run transit lines and hold 
stakes when the work of survey- 
ing began. 


COV satura says Lincoln, 
‘naturally gave me quite a 
thrill. Only one or two 
archeologists had ever seen a 
small part of it. To think that I 
was the first modern man to see 
this important city of the ancients 
did give me a great kick.’’ 

Back at Chichen Itza, he set to 
work on the notes he had made at 
Yaxha. The result is a map of the 
ruins, showing that once it was a 
magnificent city. 

Iincoln returned to St. Louis to 
stay scarcely two weeks before he 
started out on another archeo- 
logical expedition. He is now at 
Santa Fe, New Mexico, again 
under the supervision of Dr. Mor- 
ley, who is working at the labora- 
tory of anthropology, financed by 
the Rockefellers, outside Santa Fe.
